vivors, have been so preposterous that Mr. 
J. G. Lockhart, the well-known nautical 
writer, devel in à recent publication 
a very intelligible reconstruction of the 
affair which covered the facts of the case 
as then known by him. This led to a 
great deal of and further 
reseatch. Mr. Lockhart obtained a great 
deal of fresh and authentic material which 
caused him not only to discard his original 
theory, but also to endeavour to clear up 
the mystery once and for all. 

To this end he has now published a book, 
A Great Sea Mystery, in which he 
gives the authentic facts as he now knows 
them, demolishes the many other solutions 
which have appeared from time to time, 
and finally gives his own opinion of the 
affair in a chapter headed somewhat dog- 
matically “ The Truth. 

How the company left the Mary Celeste’ 
hitherto has been considered a baffling 
mystery, as no boat was missing, but now 
the author suggests that the method of 
departure was quite simple, as a boat, the 
ship’s yawl, had gone, and its davits were 
swung out, with trailing ropes. He makes 
this statement upon the authority of the, 
salvage proceedings of the Admiralty 
Court, of the owner, and of the Maritime 
Register, only the latter being quoted. It 
is, however, curious that, in such of the 
very thorough and authoritative report 
as is quoted of the Admiralty’s representa- 
tive at Gibraltar who, with the personal 
assistance of four naval captains, 
examined the ship twice, no mention what- 
ever is made of the ship’s boats. When so 
many and exhaustive details of her condi- 
tion are given, it is impossible that such a 
vitally important matter as the presence 
or absence of the boats could have been 
ignored or overlooked. 

However, once the disappearance of a 
boat is granted, the reason why the 
abandonment was carried out becomes 
simpler and, under Mr. Lockhart’s able 
handling, even convincing. He suggests 
that in the hot weather which is known to 
‘have prevailed at the time, and while the 
Mary Celeste was temporarily becalmed, 
the cargo, which was of alcohol in barrels, 
began to give off fumes of an explosive 
nature, and that, while a hatch was being 
removed to let out the gases, a small ex- 
plosion actually took place. Fearing that 
the whole cargo might blow up involving 
the complete destruction of the ship, the 
crew, in panic, took to the boat, but a 
breeze springing up they were not able to 
regain the ship and were lost in attempt- 
ing to land on the rocky coasts of Santa 
Maria, in the Azores. 

The chain of events thus admirably re- 
constructed, and quite possibly correct, has 
two weak links. In the first place, the 
curious cuts in the bows of the Mary 
Celeste are despatched rather aim 
as of no significance, and, in the secon 
place, the sworn affidavit of thé Master of 
Shipping at Gibraltar, of a diver and of 
another official concerning the Admiralty 
survey which they carried out, states “ that 
no appearance of fire or of ‘explosion, or 
of alarm of fire or of explosion, or any 
other assignable cause for abandonment, 
was discoverable. ”’ 

While Mr. Lockhart’s solution of this 
problem is by far the best which has yet 
appeared, the mystery of the Mary Celeste 
must continue to be an intriguing subject 
for speculation. D. A. MacM.

“The Misfortunes of Elphin, which 
Mr. Priestley thinks, contains Peacock’s 
best work, was not reprinted for fifty 
years, and the permanent quality of his 
humour has not been appreciated until 
recently. Many people avoid him because 
they expect to find a. political satirist, but 
Peacock is not a political satirist, using 
wit as a weapon. The basis of his satire 
is a secret comparison of this real world 
with an ideal one He returned 
to the past, but not to the real past.’’ 
“He knew himself that it was not the 
real past; but this little dream world, 
filled with unenclosed forests and quiet 
gardens, pure air, food and liquor, a fit 
habitation for poets and philosophers and 
fair women, concretely represented the good 
life, whatever Peacock could solidly accept, 
and thus served as a basis for sardonic 
comparison with the present world.“ 

Mr. Priestley regards him as a baffled 
idealist, constantly attracted. by every 
manner of theorist and ‘“‘crank,’’ fasci- 
nated by crochets,’’ but unable to believe 
in any of them. His humour “ never rises 
to the height on which a whole world shot 
through with irony is presented to the 
reader,” and never comes close to tears, 
but we are only saying that he was 
Thomas Love Peacock, and not Shakespeare 
or Cervantes. His humour may have been 

a lesser thing than theirs, but, . 
Ms, it is good and it is unique.“ Mr. 
Priestley's study is one of the best among 
the later ‘‘ English men of letters,“ an 
will enlarge the circle of Peacock 
enthusiaste.

White, delicate, imaginations, 
subtle conceits, warm religious emotion are 
here, recalling Irish literature in the 
accidents, but often differing profoundly 
from it in spirit. There are translations 
from Dafydd ap Gwilym, that medieval 
Wordsworth, whom a German Celtic 
scholar declared to be the greatest Nature 
poet bred in these islands: a judgment 
which these renderings enable us, in some 
fashion, to examine. 

The Irish section is one of the most 
tasteful Irish anthologies we have seen, 
and it is freer than many made by native 
critics ot those faults which jar the 
scholar. The only errors which really 
demand correction are the wild rendering 
of the vernacular chorus in Shule 
aroon, a f alsely-spelt footnote on page 73, 
a mistake in the refrain of “' Herring is 
King,“ and some similar slips of less im- 
portance, such as omission of accents.

[” old-time Japan foreign visitors found 
themselves attended wherever they went 
by certain silent officers of the Emperor, 
who watched all their doings. These 
officers were called Eyes in attendance. 
When a murder was committed at Node 
Castle, in the Isle of Wight, and detecti 'e 
officers haunted the place, Alix Barleston, 
whose’ disreputable husband was involved 
in suspicion, and whose own acts involved 
those whom she most loved in danger of 
suspicion, felt that “ eyes in attendance ”’ 
were all about the lovely seaside estate in 
which a gay party had been stricken by the 
sudden tragedy. 

We share Alix’s anxiety. Mr, Williams 
has built up an ingenious, yet quite con- 
vincing, plot; but as we follow clue after 
clue, and try to fit the jig-saw puzzle of 
events into a clear picture of what 
happened when that detestable Stanis- 
more, who menaced Alix, died, our sym- 
pathies are gripped as firmly as our 
interest. Mr. Williams has a curiously 
sensuous style. The dropping of a limp 
dead body into the yielding sand, the cry 
of a bird in the summery night, the 
dishevelment of a woman's head—whatever 
details fill his pictures, all are painted so 
vividly that his tales are more ike plays, 
‘with images in three dimensions. His 
people are good livers, and their life has 
the ease and luxuriance that please the 
imagination, If his colours are high, and 
his emphasis heavy, he carries it off with 
an assured air. i 

Im this book we are not plunged into 
romance immediately, as in, most of the 
author's tales. Ugly tragedy is foreboded 
from the start. We prefer Mr. Williams 
in his ‘‘ Clubfoot”? vein; but we are not 
surprised to find him writing a "tale to the 
approved detective pattern, and excelling i in 
his subtlety the regular practitioners.

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The various committess. to whom the 
McClure report was referred by the Belfast 
Corporation, at ite private meeting the 
other day, have since met, and in turn 
have handed over the sections dealing with 
their various departments to their officials 
or sub-committees. Meanwhile the chorus 
of condemnation is growing stronger in 
volume, and fresh demands are being made 
for the purification of the Council. The 
licensed vintners have snatched a little 
time from their struggle against the 
prohibitionists to express their disapproba- 
tion of civic mismanagement as illustrated ' 
by the Megaw and McClure reports. They 
urge that the evils revealed should be 
remedied at once, and advise prominent 
citizens who are large ratepayers and the 
owners of the larger business undertakings 
to join actively in an effort to compel the 
Corporation to put its house in order. 
Similar appeals are being made here and 
there, and the old happy-go-lucky Irish 
way of passing a resolution when any- 
thing goes wrong is becoming the vogue. 
Talk, which in such cases is generally a 
form of effervescence, never accomplishes 
much ; Success is won by deeds, but so far 
the hour has not brought forth the man to 
act as leader, Before the month is out, 
however, there should be a definite 
decision one way or the other. If the Cor- 
poration makes a sincere effort to place its 
affairs on a solid basis, its endeavours will 
meet with sympathy, but the record of 
recent happenings in the Council Chamber 
does not give much hope for improvement. 
The ‘language of Billingsgate does not 
augur well for wise government. 


The agitation in connection with the 
Lough Neagh fishermen is increasing in 


‘force, and protests are being made against 


the legal proceedings which are being taken 
against them from time to time for alleged 
illegal procedure while in putsuit of their 
occupation, From ancient times the 
fishermen have gained a livelihood 
from these well-known waters, famed 
in song and story, but during the 
present generation certain legal re- 
strictions have been enforced, and 
the owners of the fishing rights granted 
long ago by an English king have been 
upheld in their claim by the Law Lords of 
the House of Lords in a majority of one 
out of seven. A monster meeting to 
ventilate the grievances of the fishermen 
was held to-day at Ardboe, on the shores 
of Léugh Neagh, and sympathy was ex- 
pressed with their cause; but, after all, | 
their grievances can only be redressed by 
the Northern Parliament’s making the 
fishery a national property, and the cost of 
such a scheme would be too vast for such a 
small State to undertake. In any case a 
certain amount of organisation is impera- 
tive in such an extensive industry, and the 
fishermen would have to submit to rules 
and regulations, no matter who the owners 
might. be. As foreshadowed in this 


column some time ago, an effort will pro- i 


bably be made by the Nationalist members 
of the House of Commons to secure the 
intervention of the Government; but even 
so a prominent member of the party, in 
full sympathy’ with the movement, in- 
formed your correspondent that the case is 
virtually hopeless in consequehce of vested 
interests and the enormous expenditure 
which would be involved in making the 
Lough a free fishery. 


The temperance leaders are again on the 
war path, in search, metaphorically, of 
Government scalps. Open-air meetings

At a meeting, a few nights 
ago, Mr. David Wilson, J.P., told his 
audience that they should hold meetings 
and call on the Government to appoint 
Commissioners in the City Hall, and also 
demand the right to say whether there 
should be public-houses or not. After all, 
they are only beating the air, In a game 
of bluff the politician may always be relied 
on to win. 


INCREASE IN SHIPPING. 


The affairs of Belfast Harbour still con- 
tinue to prosper, and an encouraging 
feature is that the tonnage is increasing 
regularly. At the meeting of the Cemmis 
sioners on Tuesday last it was reportet 
that the total tonnage of the vessels which, 
arrived at the port from 1st January to 
Srd September was 2,023,906, which 
showed in the aggregate an increase of 
250,149 tons, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Important 
improvements are being carried out on the 
quays, and everything possible is being 
done to facilitate shipping. The ship- 
yards on both sides of the river ate also 


rapidly recovering their former prosperity, | 


and with inceasing orders coming along 
the Minister of Labour's encouraging 
prophecy, that all the slips will soon be 
occupied, seems likely to be fulfilled. A 
shallow draft tanker, the twelfth of the 
type built by Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Ltd., for Messrs. A. Weir and Co., was 
launched at the. Belfast East Yard to-day. 
The tanker Invergordon, a vessel of almost 
7,000 tons, owned by the British-Mexican 
Petroleum Co., Ltd. arrived in the 
harbour on Tuesday to undergo repairs by 
the same eminent firm. The industrial 
signs are cheering and give hope for a re- 
turn, before long, to normal conditions. 


THE FUN OF THE FAIR. 


Ballycastle is one of the beauty spots of 
the North, so far as scenery is concerned, 
but it would appear, from the comments 
made at a meeting of the local Rural Dis- 
trict Council yesterday, that harmony does 
not prevail within its borders. Mr. F. 
Black, J.P., who presided, referred to the 
Fair Hill having been in the occupation cf 
amusements during the Lammas Fair, and 
on behalf of the fariners he protested 
strongly against that action: He criti- 
cised the whole proceeding in vivid 
language, and said that they had allowed 
vendors from Belfast and elsewhere to 
come there and sell their wares—boots, 
delph, hardware, clothes, and nearly 
everything that was sold—to the disadvan- 
tage of the local traders. No action was 
taken, and the itinerant merchants will 
be there, as noisy and bustling as ever, at 
the next fair. No doubt, the sliopkeépers, 
who pay rates, have a grievance, but from 
time immemorial country fairs have been 
the happy gathering-places for all kinds 
of shows and amusements generally. Great 
authors have described them, and they 
have a lure for rural people which is irre- 
sistible. So long as they are not per- 
mitted to interfere with the conduct of 
legitimate business they can do no very 
great harm, while they add to the bright- 
ness of the occasion; but the Ballycastle 
cheap-jacks, and others of their fraternity, 
seem to be seeking ‘too much freedom of

A National Loan. 

So much insistence is being laid by all 
parties on the constitutional and political 
aspects of the Free State general election 
that its financial aspect is receiving too 
little attention. General elections always 
have a disturbing effect on national 
finances. They encourage a reckless spirit 
among the people which results in unpaid 
debts, and are the bane of the tax- 
collector’s existence. Two general elec- 
tions within three months will cost the 
Free State a pretty penny, not only in 
direct expenses, but in indirect losses of 
various kinds. Since the elections of last 
June the Government has had no chance 
to regulate its, finances. Crisis has 
followed crisis in such rapid succession 
that Minisiers have been octupied fully in 
purely political activities. The result has 
been that when next week s elections are 
over very little money will remain in the 
public - purse. On last. Saturday the 
balance in the exchequer was only 
£139,000—a drop in the ocean from the 
national point of view—and unless a 
strong hand is applied to the helm imme- 
diately, grave danger will threaten the 
State. Money must be found at once. 
Another national loan must be floated 
before the winter, and everything will de- 
pend on the terms on which, say, 
£10,000,000 can be borrowed by the Free 
State Government. Three years ago no 
difficulty was experienced in the raising of 
a £10,000,000 loan on terms that, in view 
of existing conditions, were distinctly 
favourable. Until a few weeks ago the 
price of the Free State Loan stood high 
among the best securities on the market, 
and, but for the political unrest which 
followed the murder of Mr. Kevin 
O’Higgins, it might have been still at par 
to-day. | 

The present public debt of the Irish 
Free State is between £17,000,000 and 
£18,000,000. I. comprises the last 
National Loan, Compensation Stock, 
Savings Certificates, sums borrowed under 
the Telegraph and Telephone Acts, Ways 
and Means advances, and 22, 500, 000 
worth of Free State Bills, At the end 
of ‘the last financial year the sum of 
£3,579,000 in temporary borrowings was 
carried over to the present year, and the 
floating debt is increasing daily. The 
financial position fundamentally is sound, 
but another loan is absolutely necessary. 
The Shannon Scheme is a costly business. 
Last year the sum of £704,000 was 
advanced for purposes of construction, 
and the amounts issued during the 
present year already have reached 
£406,000. This expenditure is inevitable.

The Queensland Strike. 

The labour crisis in Queensland has 
been brought to a head by the Prime 
Ministers firm stand against revolu- 
tionary methods. When he met Parlia- 
ment on Tuesday Mr. McCormack declared 
that, even if his political extinction should 
result, “he would not allow a noisy 
minority to control the country.” The 
trouble began at the South Johnstone 
Sugar Mill, where strikers rejected a 
settlement that the executive of their own 
union had endorsed. Then a worker on 
the State railways refused to handle 
black sugar from the mill and was 
suspended, Other suspensions followed, 
to the number of 120, and on September 
Ist the Railway Commissioner dismissed. 
all the 11,000 workers on the ground 
that the system had been crippled: by 
the hostility of the railwaymen’s union. 
The railways are now “ black,” ‘and since 
last Saturday they have been idle through- 
out the whole State. As yet the strike 
has not spread to other transport services. 
| Mails continue to reach Sydney from Bris- 
bane by land and sea, and the Government 
has taken charge of the supply and dis- 
tribution of food. At any moment, how- 
ever, petrol may be declared black, 
with the result that all traffic will be 
paralysed. Furthermore, Queensland may 
be isolated from the rest of Australia if a 
conference of all the transport unions can 
be pers ded to accept this course. Thus 
organised Labour's challenge to tie 
Government is truly formidable, and, for 
special reasons, the outcome will be 
awaited with anxious interest in every 
part of the Empire. Here we have not the 
usual protagonists, Capital and Labour: 
the fight is between a Labour Govern- 
ment, elected on a basis of adult suffrage, 
and the forces of an arrogant trade 
unionism, Two years ago the Queensland 
railwaymen won a similar battle and com- 
pelled a Labour Premier to surrender and 
retire. To-day Mr. MeCormack, porceiv- 
ing the real gravity of the challenge, has 
decided that the State cannot afford de- 
feat. No constitutional Government can 
allow. its authority to be usurped by any 
organisation of citizens. No trade union, 
or collection of trade unions, has any right 
to put itself above democracy by defiance 
of the people’s Parliament, The. present 
issue in Queensland is the precise issue on 
which, a year ago, the British Government 
and people smashed the general strike. 
This fact and its far-reaching significance 
are recognised throughout the whole 
Continent of Australia, and Mr. 
McCormack's Government will have the 
moral support of all its Jegislatures. It 
is probable that, if the oceasion arises, the 
Federal Government’s support will take a 
concrete form. Speaking in Melbourne on 
Wednesday, Mr. Stanley Bruce, the 
Commonwealth Prime Minister, said that, 
during the coming session at Canberra, 
Parliament would be asked to consider 
means to prevent an extension of disputes 
beyond the industry in which they began. 
He added that the trouble-makers in 
Queensland were mainly foreign ex- 
tremists, whom, if he had his way, he 
would throw out of Australia.

A LOVER OF IRELAND. 
(By K.“) 

The following is part of a letter tLat was 
written in October, 1880 :—'' Do you feel cold 
this frosty weather? Tho’ the sun_shines so 
brightly the air is cold for the last few days. 
But Monday was a perfect day; we were out 
from 9 a.m, till 7 p.m., as cosy as if it were 
summer. In twenty years we could not have 
a better day for our excursion: the sun shone 
splendidly all day.

The number of people now missing as a 
result of attempting a cross-Atlantic flight 
is disturbing, and it is being asked whether 
the adventure is worth while. It seems 
that the weather conditions are much too 
ancertain this year for a trans-ocean flight 
to be contemplated with any degree of 
confidence, and yet flight after flight is 
attempted, with consequent anxiety and 
frequent disaster. No fewer than seven- 
teen pilots and passengers have disap- 
peared on long-distance flights this year, 
most of them in efforts to cross the 
Atlantic. Safety for long-distance flights 
may be secured in time, but it seems that 
weather conditions are the all-important 
factor at present. 

Electricity in England. 

Plans for electrical developments on a 
very t scale for London and South- 
East England shortly will be submitted to 
the Central Electricity Board. They have 
been framed by the Commissioners, and it 
is understood that, to carry them into 
effect, an expenditure of over £12,000,000 
will be involved. Immense supplies of new 
electric plant will be required, and two 
new super-stations. are to be built, one at 
Brentford and the other at Willesden. The 
developments are to be of a popular 
nature, and electric heaters, cleaners, 
kettles and irons are being prepared in 
thousands, so that housewives may be pre- 
pared to avail themselves of the cheap 
electric power with which their homes will 
be equipped.

Dulanty, Irish Free State Commissioner 
for Trade, is organising displays of pro- 
duce in the International Grocers’ Exhibi- 
tion, to be held in London from the 
17th to the 23rd inst., and in the 
Liverpool Daily Post and Echo 
‘Exhibition, to be held in Liverpool from 
the 23rd inst. to the Ist October. The 
former Exhibition is of world-wide fame, 
and is the outstanding feature in grocery 
8 in Great Britain. Its value 
rom the Irish Free State point of view 
is very great. The Liverpool Exhibition 
is being run in conjunction with a shop- 
ping week. In view of the large Irish 
population in Liverpool district, a display 
of the high quality produce, which the old 
country is capable of sending to Great 
Britain, should have a stimulating effect 
on the housewife who appreciates pure 
food. The publicity efforts made by Mr. 
Dulanty are being well supported by the 
Irish producers, particularly by the bacon 
curers, who always are willing to co- 
operate by lending exhibits, etc. It is en- 
couraging to note that they are keen to 
recognise the value of these Exhibitions. 
Evening Racing. | 

A suggestion, advanced by Lord Lons- 
dale, that there should be horse-racing in 
the evenings, as a counter-attraction to the 
drawing power of greyhound racing, was 
much discussed in sporting circles to-day, 
but opinions as to its advisability were 
very mixed. Some racing experts think 
that evening meetings would be a great 
success, while others are of the opinion 
that the opposition of owners and trainers 
would make success impossible. At Epsom 
it was thought that some evening meetings 
would be very popular, and might attract 
something like two hundred thousand 
peop’; but it was pointed out that it 
would be impossible to hold a race like the 
Derby at night, even if it were desired. 
The Downs would not be big enough for 
all the people who would flock to see it. 
At Sandown and Alexandra Park tho 
question was on how many evenings in the 
summer could a race meeting be held 
successfully, since for only about a fort- 
night could a full programme be given 
after six o'clock, Most racing authorities 
are agreed that artificial light-is out of the 
question. 


The American Legion. 


Elaborate preparations are to be made 
in Paris to preserve order when the 
official reception of the men of the 
American Legion takes place on September 
19th. It will be remembered that, on the 
occasion of the recent Sacco-Vanzetti 
demonstrations, the Communists and many 
trade unionists threatened to boycott the 
entire proceedings, the Communists, in 
addition, ‘threatening violence. It is 
understood that during the celebrations all 
the troops in Paris will be confined to

No news had been received up to an 
early hour this morning of the aeroplane 
Sir John Carling, flying from London 
(Ontario) to London (England), and it is 
feared that she has met with the fate 
which seems to have ‘overtaken: the ‘Old 
Glory. 

Crowds of people waited at Croydon 
Aerodrome all day to greet Captain T. B. 
‘Tully and Lieutenant J. V. Medcalf, who 
were expected to cross. the coast by 11.a.m. 

As time passed and no news of the aero- 
plane was received the watchers grew 
anxious for her safety, and this evening 
gave up hope of her arrival and left the 
aerodrome,

It was, he considered..a valuable contribu- 
tion to the general scheme of disarmament, 
and should act as a deterrent to potential 
aggressors. It would, however, involve his 
country ‘in financial liabilities for which 
parliamentary sanction was required, and his 
Government did not think it would serve any 
purpose to ask Parliament for that sanction 
until the whole business of disarmament had 
been carried farther.

“Liverpool. should deal with the 
problem quickly, because fou have had 
considerable experience in the past in 
shipping and dock facilities: The port 
has provided one of the finest docks in the 
British Empire in the Gladstone Dock ;
